I  heg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Acting 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1952  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 


During  the  past  year  69  vessels,  with  a  ton¬ 
nage  of  13,913  have  arrived  from  foreign  ports,  and 
1,397  coastwise  vessels,  with  a  tonnage  of  462,486  have 
entered  the  Port.  These  figures  compare  with  151 
foreign  arrivals,  (35,257  tons)  and  1,161  coastwise 
arrivals,  (416,257  tons)  for  the  previous  year.  The 
foreign  arrivals  show  a  decrease  of  82  vessels  (21,344 
tons) ,  and  coastwise  arrivals  show  an  increase  of  236 
vessels  (46,229  tons),  the  combined  totals  showing  an 
increase  of  154  vessels  (24,885  tons).  Passenger 
vessels  and  fishing  vessels  are  not  included  in  these 
totals .

Passenp;er  Traffic. 

Passenger  steamers  have  called  at  Brighton  Pier  from  Coast¬ 
wise  ports  (luring  the  summer  months. 

Cargo  Traffic. 

The  principal  imports  of  foreign  goods  have  been  22  cargoes 
of  timber  and  10  cargoes  of  fertilizer. 

Coastwise  cargoes  have  been  principally  coal  (578  cargoes) 
oil  (453  cargoes)  stone  (59  cargoes)  slag  (57  cargoes)  shingle 
(57  cargoes)  and  packed  foods  (37  cargoes). 

Exports  during  the  year  comprise  60  cargoes  of  scrap  iron, 

57  cargoes  of  cement,  6  cargoes  of  tar,  6  cargoes  of  machine  parts, 
and  6  cargoes  of  barley.

The  water  supply  for  the  port  is  from  the  Brighton  Corporation 
V/aterworks  and  is  supplied  to  the  ships  by  hosepipes.  No  samples 
have  been  taken  by  this  Authority  during  the  year. 

There  are  no  water-boats  used  at  the  port.

SECTION  VI 0  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS,  1952 

(1)  The  list  of  infected  areas  is  supplied  to  the  Preventive 
Officer  at  the  office  of  H.M.  Customs  and  is  corrected  weekly. 

(2)  There  are  no  arrangements  made  for  sending  or  receiving 
radio  messages  to  or  from  ships  arriving  at  the  port. 

(3)  All  vessels  from  foreign  ports  are  hoarded  by  H.M.  Customs 
Officers  immediately  on  arrival,  and  any  case  of  existing  or 
susxjected  infectious  disease  is  notified  by  telephone. 

Declarations  of  Health  are  received  from  the  Masters  of  vessels 
from  foreign  ports,  other  than  excepted  ports,  by  the  Customs 
Officers  and  handed  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Inquiries  are 
also  made  as  to  the  existence  of  infectious  disease  on  vessels 
during  the  routine  inspections. 

(4)  A  mooring  station  has  been  designated  as  required  by 
Articles  22  to  30  of  these  regulations  and  is  situate  in  the 
Southwick  Canal  immediately  west  of  the  dry  dock. 

The  provision  of  an  additional  mooring  station  outside 
the  Harbour  is  considered  to  be  impracticable. 

(3)  (a)  Hospital  accommodation  for  cases  of  infectious  disease 
is  provided  at  the  Foredown  Hospital,  Portslade. 

(b)  No  arrangements  have  been  made  for  special  premises  or 
waiting-rooms  for  medical  examinations.  Such  would  have  to  be 
improvised  if  required. 

(c)  There  is  no  station  provided  for  the  cleEinsing,  disin¬ 
fection,  or  de-infestation,  of  infectious  or  verminous  persons 
and  their  clothing,  but  facilities  could  be  promptly  obtained 
if  required  by  arrangement  with  a  neighbouring  Authority. 

SECTION  VII.  SMALLPOX 

(1)  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  removal  of  smallpox 
cases  to  Long  Reach  Hospital,  Dartford. 

(2)  The  transport  of  smallpox  patients  would  be  by  ambulance 
provided  by  the  Brighton  Corporation. 

(3)  The  Consultant  in  respect  of  suspected  cases  of  smallpox 
is  Dr.  'W.S.  Parker,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Brighton. 

(4)  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Brighton  is  available 
for  the  examination  of  specimens  submitted  for  diagnosis. 

SECTION  VIII 0  VENEREAL  DISEASE 

Facilities  are  available  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  venereal  disease  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton, 
on  Mondays  a.t  4.30  to  8  p.m.,  Wednesdays  at  9«30  a.m.,  to  1  p.m., 
and  Thursdays  at  1.30  to  4.30  p.m.,  and  at  the  Worthing  Hospital 
on  Wednesdays  at  5 *30  to  6. 30  p.m.,  and  on  Fridays  at  4.30  to 
3.30  p.m.,  printed  leaflets  stating  the  place  and  time  of  venereal 
disease  clinics  available  in  the  district  are  handed  to  the  masters 
of  vessels  for  the  information  of  the  crews. 

SECTION  IX. 

CASES  OF  NOTIFIABLE  AND  OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  ON  SHIPS 


There  have  been  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  landed 
from  ships  during  the  year,  and  no  cases  have  been  reported  as 
occurring  on  vessels  during  the  voyage  and  disposed  oif  before 
arrival .

MEA^SURES  AGAINST  RODENTS  IN  SHIPS  FROM  FOREIGN  PORTS 


(1)  Inspections  and  enquiries  are  made  in  respect  of  rat 
infestation  during  the  routine  inspections. 

(2)  Facilities  are  available  for  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  rats  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Brighton. 

No  rodents  have  been  sent  for  examination  during  the  year. 

(3)  No  facilities  are  available  locally  for  deratisation  by 
gassing,  but  the  services  of  a  trained  Rodent  Operator  could 
be  promptly  obtained  from  a  neighbouring  Authority  if  required. 

(4)  No  rat-proofing  of  ships  from  foreign  ports  has  been 
required .

SECTION  XIV. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHELL-FISH)  REGULATIONS  193^  and  19H8 

The  removal  or  taking  for  sale  for  human  consumption 
of  any  shell-fish  from  the  Harbour  and  the  waters  of  the  river 
Adur  between  the  entrance  to  the  Harbour  and  the  tov/n  of 
Shoreham-by-Sea  is  forbidden  except  for  the  purpose  of  relaying. 
No  instance  of  selling  shell-fish  taken  from  the  prohibited 
area  has  been  observed.
